CURRICULUM 
FIRST TERM, June 16-July 11, 1969 


A course in elementary Hebrew, designed for beginners in the He- 
brew Old Testament, will meet four hours each day for six weeks and 
will enable the student to earn six semester hours in Hebrew. 

The student who does not take the course in Hebrew may enroll in 
two courses and earn four semester hours each term. 

The student who elects to take M 366s the first term will earn five 
semester hours.
